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SEEN AND HEARD IN THE HUNTING FIELD 

Anyone who has ever served on the Jury in a collision case will 
remember their initial astonishment at the conflicts in the testimony of 
the various eye witnesses called to support the contentions of either side. 
Although there was only one collision, there were as many different des- 
criptions of it as there were witnesses. Each individual saw it through the 
background of his own particular viewpoint, experience and emotional 
reaction. 

So it is in the hunting field. People hunt for a variety of reasons, to 
ride across country, to gallop and jump, to see their friends, to admire the 
view, to wear becoming clothes, to school and sell hunters, to make social 
and business contacts, to encourage their riding children, to keep up with 
the Jones’—even to watch and listen to hounds. All these are good rea- 
sons. If there were not so many there would not be so many people in 
the hunting field, and it takes a lot of people to finance and otherwise 
support a pack of hounds. 

The variety of reasons is matched by the variety of viewpoints. Those 
whose riding is otherwise confined to the ring are blissfully happy just to 
be riding across country. Those who want only to gallop and jump are 
indifferent as to whether hounds are running a fox, a deer or a drag. The 
coffee housing in which they indulge at every check is the mark of those 
who hunt to see their friends. Those lost in the beauty of the countryside, 
usually manage to fall into half the groundhog holes their companions are 
so careful to avoid. It is not hard to detect the type whose ill-concealed 
delight in his new pink coat strains its buttons. Those who try to school 
green horses in the hunting field instead of at home are an all too familiar 
menace, while the individual with a horse to sell, dealer or “good friend”, 
is careful to display the animal—groomed, braided, and exhibiting either 
perfect manners or a tremendous jump, depending upon which prospective 
customer is out that ‘day. The social or business climber uses the same 
technique in the hunting field as in the country club, the anxious parent is 
mainly solicitous that the top rail should be lowered for little Susie. Those 
keeping up with the Jones’ regularly recite the inventory of their stable, 

‘from rub rags to high-priced horses. 
We have said that all of these reasons and viewpoints were good, and 
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indeed they are. There still remains, 
however, the reason that makes all 
others possible —hounds. For the 
last 300 years, ever since foxhunting 
came to be regarded as a respectable 
sport rather than the pursuit of 
vermin, hound men and women have 
been in the minority, and a rather 
small minority at that. Because the 
operation of a hunt can be carried 
on by only a few knowledgeable 
people, the fact that four out of five 
fail to understand the marvel and 
the thrill of fine hound work has 
been largely their own loss. 

Nevertheless the minority seems 
to grow ever smaller in this mech- 
anised and crowded age and in many 
hunts is approaching the danger 
point. Beagle packs and Pony Clubs 
are doing their best to-reverse the 
trend. But most of the necessary 
education in how to look and listen 
and then how to understand what 
hounds are doing, must take place 
in the hunting field. In recent years 
we have done a great deal toward 
teaching people how to ride. Let us 
make an equal effort toward teacl:- 
ing them how to hunt.

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A Genuine Slopper 
Raleigh Burroughs 


October 29 was not a fine day for rac- 
ing in New Jersey, but Garden State Park 
staged its program anyway. 

The management felt some obligation to 
the 33,330 clients who put up from $1.85 
to $3.30 to get into the park, and to the 
horse owners who put up $187,970 to get 
into the feature race. 

Heavy rains had fallen during the 
afternoon oi the day before and con- 
tinued all through the night. 

In the old days, when tracks used 
native dirt for their running strips, such 
a downpour would have brought out the 
observation that ‘‘the course was a quag- 
mire.” 

At post time for the first race, the 
Garden State track looked about like the 
Ohio River at Kentucky Derby time - a 
smooth, wet beige - but without current. 

It brought out the observation that “‘the 
course was a quagmire.”’ 

This was not an accurate description. 
A quagmire is sticky and holding, and that 
track wasn’t. It had about all the water 
it could use but it wasn’t muddy. 

We don’t have the kind of mud they 
used to give us in the good, old days. 


Vacuum Formed 

Modern methods of track construction 
have eliminated the deep, sticky stuff, 
that caused a “‘pop” like a cork leaving 
a magnum, when a horse pulled its foot 
out. 

On the better tracks of today, there 
are times when you might float a horse, 
but you can’t mire him down, 

The horse of a few years back that 
came to life in the mud no longer can 
find the medium that made him the hero of 
the throng on horrible days. Horse-pickers 
don’t look for mudders any more, they 
look for ‘‘sloppers” 

There are two kinds of sloppers - clean 
and dirty, 

The clean ones are the kind that jump 
out on top, slap their feet inthe juice and 
annoint their competitors with water and 
the components of the racing surface. They 
hear music in the ‘‘splat’” of hoofs in 
Slush, and love the feel of the cool ooze 
on their tootsies. 

They run joyfully and, usually, a little 
farther than they do on what authorities 
term a “fast” track. This added ardor, 
Plus the discouragements with which they 
are pelting their playmates, moves up the 
Clean sloppers when the footing is sloppy. 
If a clean slopper gets off on top, he'll 


often go all the way. 

Riders prefer the clean sloppers be- 
cause they don’t have to wash their faces 
after races. 


The Brave Ones 

Dirty sloppers are the grim, un- 
imaginative runners that perform like 
postmen are supposed to, Being hit in the 
face by a solution of diluted racetrack 
does not deter them from their appoint- 
ment in the winner’s circle. At the end of 
a race a dirty slopper is soiled and 
sorry-looking, and his rider is a mess. 

But they are the brave ones, the ones 
that can stand sloughing around and ill 
racing luck and still come on to win. 
If you have a dirty slopper that can win a 
big race as a two-year-old you’ve got a 
right to start talking about the Kentucky 
Derby. 

It is possible that Mr. Jack Price, 
breeder, owner and trainer of Carry Back, 
is beginning to scent the odor of attar. 

Carry Back is a genuine slopper, and 
he can do it the dirty way. 

In winning the Garden State, he was 
splashed on by 13 horses for the first 
quarter of the race. He was pelted by 
nine for the second quarter; and six rivals 
threw moist molecules of the Garden State 
into his face for the third quarter. 

Somehow, the son of Saggy found his 
way through the barrage and suddenly 
became the pelter instead of the peltee. 

He liked that part of the game so much 
that he dashed off to win by himself. 

Ambiopoise came through the airborne 
wet loam to get second place, and Guadal- 
canal, the only horse in the race fo have 
more soft real estate poured into his face 
than Carry Back, grabbed third money. 
He’s a Pistol got to the front nearing the 
turn for home but couldn’t stay with the 
top three and ended up fourth. 

Roving Minstrel, winner of the Cham- 
pagne and favorite (with his stablemate 
Garwol) in the Garden State finished 
eighth. Garwol was sixth. 

Carry Back’s dam is a mare named 
Joppy, the daughter of Star Blen. (All 
right, Charlie, so it doesn’t sound like 
classic breeding. If you go back agenera- 
tion practically all breeding is classic. 
Remember?) 

The Garden State gave about everything 
a horse fan could ask for. The 114-to-l 
shot Oak Dandy led for over half a mile 
with the $80,000 colt, Globemaster forcing 
the pace.

Ten of the 15 young Thoroughbreds 
were at least as good as fifth at one time 
or another in the running. Nearly every- 
body had a chance to cheer. 

When the race was over, Larry Adams, 
the rider on Ambiopoise, claimed a foul 
against John Sellers, who was aboard the 
winner, 

The stewards went to the movies and 
didn’t see the picture young Mr. Adams 
described. 

The finish was made official, but the 
inquiry slowed down proceedings eight 
minutes. 

Bill Phillips, one of those amazing 
gents on the “‘Morning Telegraph” who 
can see what every horse does in every 
race, thought Try Cash was the hard- 
luck horse of the race. 

“‘Try Cash,” said Bill in his chart, 
“‘was closing strongly on the inside when 
caught behind horses at the quarter pole."’ 
That finished him, because seven two- 
year-olds were spread all over the track 
at that position. 

To make sure that all persons partic- 
ipating in the infield winner’s circle 
ceremonies got there with clean shoes, 
the management rolled out an orange 
carpet to bridge the gooey track. 

The celebrants filed across - just 
after Adams lodged his claim of foul - 
like pallbearers walking into the late 
October gloom.

Your mutilator of words, Easy Mark, 
had a two weeks respite from the old 
grind and toured a part of the country. 
During that time we tried to keep up with 
the racing picture, but our efforts were 
in vain. Papers were purchased at every 
rest stop, however, the news on the 
“Sport of Kings” was very scant, Football 
and a race between two agressive young 
men for the big stakes of the Presidency 
gobbled up all of the available space in 
the Southwest and the Mid-west. So, this 
is going to be an effort in catching up 
and the struggle is going to be rough. 


Aqueduct (Oct. 24) 

The headline event on opening day of 
Aqueduct’s fall meeting was the 39th run- 
ning of The Interborough Handicap for 
fillies and mares, 3-year-olds and up- 
wards, It carried a purse of $25,000 
added for a six furlongs run. 

Fourteen contenders answered starter 
George B. Cassidy’s call with K. D. 
Godby’s *Wiggle II in the role of heavy 
favorite, and carrying top weight. She 
lived up to the bettors’ hopes and won 
by two lengths over F, A, Genter’s My 
Dear Girl. Mrs. B. S. Wright, Jr.’s 
Improve was the show horse and Mrs. 
G. D. Widener’s Evening Glow finished 
fourth. *Wiggle II was clocked at 1.10 3/5 
over a fast track. 

The winner is a brown mare, by Rego- 
Sweet Nymph, by Beau Port, bred by J. 
Powell in Australia. D, Clingman trained 
her and Eddie Arcaro was in the saddle. 
The victory added $19,135 to *Wiggle II’s 
bankroll. 


New York Handicap (Oct. 26) 
Aqueduct’s New York Handicapenticed 
fifteen starters and was run in two divi- 
sions. Each division carried a purse of 
$18,750 added and required the 3-year-old 


and older horses to go one and one-eighth 
miles over turf. 

Jockey I, Valenzuela rode Elmendorf’s 
Nickel Boy to a nose victory over Mrs. 
S. C. Clark, Jr.’s Shield Bearer in the 
first division, Howell E, Jackson’s *Four 
Fathoms was third and Foxcatcher Farm’s 
Rose Trellis, fourth. Nickel Boy’s time 
was 1.51 over a firm track. 

The winner is a 5-year-old brown geld- 
ing, by His Nickel out of the Chance Play 
mare Carickmacross, bred by M, Black- 
burn. He is trained by W. A. Kelley. 
Nickel Boy picked up $13,691.25 for his 
efforts. 

The second division went to Warner 
Stable’s *Wolfram, who finished one and 
one-half lengths to the good of R. B. 
Meitus’ King Grail. G. D. Widener’s 
Ambergris was in the show position, with 
Harbor View Farm’s Quiz Star finishing 
fourth. *Wolfram’s time was 1.50 2/5. 

The winner was bred in France by R, 
Bedel. He is a dark bay 4-year-old, by 
Fast Fox out of Whallali, by Adrar. E. 
Nelson had the ride and A, G, Robertson 
the saddling chores. Their winning efforts 
netted $13,691.25. 


Jockey Club Gold Cup (Sat., Oct. 29) 

The 42nd running of The Jockey Club 
Gold Cup at Aqueduct attracted eight 3- 
year-old or older horses. A weight for 
age stakes, it carried a purse of $100,000 
added for the two miles distance. 

Eddie Arcaro riding Bohemia Stables 
Kelso drew away from his nearest com- 
petitor, G. Ring’s *Don Poggio, to win by 
three and one-half lengths without punish- 
ing his mount. *Don Poggio finished ten 
panels in front of Cain Hoy’s Bald Eagle 
and the fourth horse, C. V. Whitney’s 
Dotted Swiss, was fifteen lengths to the 
rear of Bald Eagle. Kelso set a new track 
record and a new American record of 
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3.19 2/5 for the two miles and was two 
and three-fifths seconds under Sword 
Dancer’s track mark, set last year. He 
was one second under Nashua’s American 
Record of 3.20 2/5, set in 1956, 

Kelso is a3-year-old dark bay or brown 
gelded son of Your Host-Maid of Flight, 
by Count Fleet, bred by Mrs. R.C, duPont 
(Bohemia Stable). He collected $70,205, 
and was trained by C, H. Hanford for his 
two miles victory. Kelso now has $293,310 
for eight victories in nine starts as a 3- 
vear-old. In his last start in New York 
(The Lawrence Realization) he equaled 
Man o’War’s record of 2.40 4/5 for the 
mile and five furlongs. His mile run in 
1.34 1/5 in an allowance victory, in 
July, at Aqueduct was the fastest mile run 
by a 3-year-old in the history of New York 
racing. The victory in The Jockey Club 
Gold Cup puts him way out front in the 
“*Horse of the Year’’ sweepstakes. 


Garden State Park 

Fifteen 2-year-olds turned out for the 
rich Garden State Futurity, which had a 
$100,000 added purse and a gross value of 
$286,970 on Sat., Oct. 29. There were 
two supplimentary entries and it cost their 
connections $10,000 to take a whack atthe 
purse. An allowance stakes, it required a 
run of one and one-sixteenth miles. 

Jockey J. Sellers on Dorchester Farm 
Stable’s Carry Back, one of the sup- 
plimentary entries, withstood the field 
and a foul claim to win by three and one- 
half lengths. R, Lehman’s Ambiopoise was 
the place horse and Mrs. R. L. Dotter’s 
Guadalcanal the show spot holder. J. G. 
Brown’s He’s a Pistol finished fourth. 
Harbor View Farm’s favored entry of 
Garwol, and their Roving Minstrel finished 
out of the money. The winner’s time was 
1.46 2/5 over a sloppy track. 

Carry Back is a brown colt, by Saggy 
out of Joppy, by Star Blen, bred by his 
trainer J. A. Price and his wife, the 
owners of Dorchester Farm Stables. The 
winning race netted them $160,782 and $8, 
639.10 in breeders awards. With no train- 
er’s fee to dish out, it was quite a day 
for the Prices. It was Carry Back’s fourth 
victory out of twenty starts. He also has 
four seconds and four thirds to his credit. 
Carry Back has deposited $263,477 to the 
Prices’ account thus far. He is out ofa 
$150. mare, by Star Blen (*Blenheim II- 
*Starweed, by Phalaris), Star Blen stood 
at the late Dr. G, Bolling Lee’s Ravens- 
worth Farm in Fairfax, Virginia. A farm 
which is now in the hands of developers. 
The mare Joppy was bred by Dr. Charles 
Kronfeld of Herndon, Virginia.

It was a welcome 
change and the 6th annual Virginia Fall 
Race Meeting, operating for the benefit 
of area hospitals, came up with an exciting 
program that pleased a turnout of some 
4,000. 


Sharing honors with The Chronicle, 


Cup as the co-feature, the Daniel C, Sands 
Cup lured a field of 9 starters for the 6th 
running of the 2 1/2 miles test over 13 
brush fences. Ably handled throughout by 
apprentice James Wyatt, George L. Ohrs- 
trom, jr.’s *Doural registered a 3-length 
victory to gain a net of $750 from the 
$1,200 purse. 

The early speed in the brush feature 
was furnished by Mrs. F, Eugene Dixon, 
Jr.’s *Petrified 2nd, a winner of two 
recent brush races, Ridden by Robert S, 
McDonald, the Irish-bred ’chaser took the 
lead at the break and led until the 9th 
obstacle, where front running honors were 
assumed by Charles W, Stitzer’s Rythmn 
Master, under Thomas Walsh. The latter 
held command for the balance of the 
jumps, leading *Doural over the 13th and 
final fence by 3/4’s of a length. Upon 
landing, Wyatt called upon his French- 
bred mount and the 8-year-old gelding 
willingly responded. 

Coming from 6th over the final jump, 
Miss Mary A, Rumsey’s *Romeo closed 





with great speed in the stretch to be within 
3 lengths of the winner at the wire, and a 
1/2-length ahead of Mrs. June H, Mc-

The initial one came off over 3rd jump 
in front of the grandstand, where Emmett 
Robert’s Another Slam lost apprentice 
jockey W. Haun.

Mush On tired to be 4th, while *Alice 
Redthorn finished 12th and last in the 
finishing field, Putting in a bad one over 
the initial hurdle, Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s 
Grey Baby lost jockey Thomas Walsh, 
while Sequana further reduced the field 
by running off the course with owner- 
rider Erskine Bedford while approaching 
the 2nd hurdle. The latter returned and 
completed the course, but was not counted 
in the finishing field. 

Aside from breaking his own maiden 
over hurdles, Moon Rock, in covering the 
course in 3:16, also gave Michael F. 
Wettach his first winning ride over ob- 
stacles. 


Nautilus Wins Again 

Despite the top weight of 157 pounds in 
the Piedmont Handicap over the 2-mile 
hurdle course, Mrs. L. W. Knapp, Jr.’s 
Nautilus found little trouble in chalking up 
a 4th consecutive success over the smaller 
obstacles. Fresh from a triumph in the 
$15,000 New York Turf Writers Cup at 
the United Hunts-at-Belmont Park meet- 
ing, the 4-year-old Home-bred gelding 
easily defeated Mrs. T. A. Randolph’s re- 
cent acquisition, Nizam’s Pet, by 7 lengths. 

Permitting the latter to open up a 
lengthy early lead, Thomas Walsh rated 
the eventual winner until the final stages, 
where he closed the gap with ease. Lead- 
ing over the 8th and final hurdle by 2 
lengths, Nautilus drew away to win in the 
good time of 3:54 2/5. Ridden by A, P. 
(Paddy) Smithwick, Nizam’s Pet had a 6 
length advantage over Mrs Henry Obre’s 
Out of Reach, ridden by her son, Michael 
F, Wettach. 

The Bull Run, a1 1/4 miles turf race 
with a modest purse of only $300 lured a 
total of 36 nominations at $10 and follow- 
ing declarations on the Wednesday preced- 
ing the meeting, 31 remained at $10 more 
to be in the program. On race day 11 
scratches brought the field to 20, so the' 
officials divided the event with nomination, 
fees amounting to $670 into 2 divisions. 

Ably ridden by James Thornton, an 
apprentice to D. M. (Mike) Smithwick, 
Mrs, George E. Tener’s Astrology got up 
in the final yards of the route race to 
Gefeat Mrs. Vernon G. Cardy’s front- 
running Turpitude by a 1/2-length in the 
Ist division, Just 4 lengths behind the 
embattled pair, James P. Mills’ Walron 
was 3rd. Formerly the property of Mrs. 
Ogden Phipps, Astrology, a 3-year-old 
gelding, was timed in 2:13 2/5. 

Best of the 10 starters in the 2nd 
division, Thaddeus R. Trout’s *Lionheart- 
ed scored his 2nd victory of the year by 
defeating James P. Selvage’s *Grotto 
Prince by 3 lengths. A good winner over 
hurdles and on the flat in Ireland this 


year, the latter was 1 1/2 lengths to the 
good of F, Eugene Dixon, Jr.’s *Elation 
2nd at the finish. Ridden by EdwinDeveau, 
the English-bred winner was timed in 2:16 
1/5, nearly 3 seconds slower than 
Astrology’s time for the lst division.

CAN ARABS BE CALLED 
THOROUGHBRED? 

Pure-bred Arabian horses which have 
always been registered in a separate 
section of the (British) General Stud Book 
are all Thoroughbreds, it seems, if one 
accepts the view of Messrs. Weatherby 
and Sons, proprietors of the Stud Book, 

The firm has recently informed the 
Arab Horse Society ‘that: 

“This description (Thoroughbred) ap- 
plies equally to animals appearing in the 
Arabian section of the G.S.B. It is our 
practice to include the word (Arab) in 
parentheses after the names of those 
Thoroughbreds which appear in the 
Arabian section, if the sire and dam are 
Arabs.” 

Long since 1791, when the first volume 
of the G.S.B, was compiled, it has been 
the custom to regard as Thoroughbred only 
those horses whose pedigrees can be trac- 
ed in the section devoted to them. 
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Messrs. Weatherby may take the view 
that they are concerned only with register- 
ing pedigrees, but most people, I think, 
consider the breeding of the Thoroughbred 
racehorse over the generations has re- 
sulted in a distinct breed of that name, 
whatever its mixed origin was. Why then 
confuse the matters by applying this name 
today to pure-bred Arabs? 

No doubt I shall be reminded that the 
word Thoroughbred is a literal translation 
of the Arabic ‘‘Kehilan,” considered the 
generic term for the Arabian. But it 
doesn’t alter my view that in this day and 
age they are separate breeds.

An Open Forum on racing matters, to 
which sixteen outside organizations have 
been invited to send representatives, will 
climax a four-day convention of Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations, racing’s 
“better business bureau,’’ in New York 
on December 1. 

This meeting, the 19th annual gather- 
ing of the membership of TRA, will open 
on November 28 with a closed executive 
session at which representatives of 48 
major race tracks will hear the report 
of the President, John G, Cella ofOaklawn 
Park. 

Also on the agenda for the opening day 
business meeting which will be held inthe 
Trustees’ Room at Aqueduct race track, 
is Spencer J, Drayton’s report on the 
year’s activities of the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Protective Bureau; the report of TRA 
treasurer, John A. Morris, various com- 
mittee reports and the general business 
of the membership. 

According to Spencer J. Drayton, the 
executive member of the TRA Board who 
is mapping the agenda for the meeting, 
the sessions of Tuesday and Wednesday 
will be given over to panel discussions 
of matters concerning management and 
operation, The Open Forum, and annual 
feature of the TRA convention which brings 
before the entire racing industry matters 
of mutual interest, will be held on Thurs- 
day at the Hotel Plaza. 

The meetings of Tuesday and Wednes- 
day and the Open Forum will be open 
meetings. 

Race track comptrollers will hold a 
special meeting on Monday afternoon at 
Aqueduct and the Turf Publicists Associa- 
tion will also hold its annual meeting 
during the TRA convention. 

TRA officers for the coming year will 
be elected at the annual meeting of the 
Board of Directors which is set for 
Thursday afternoon. 

The convention will conclude on Thurs- 
day night with a dinner at the Hotel Plaza 
for the membership and guests. The dinner 
will be highlighted by the presentation of 
the TRA awards to the owners of 1960’s 
Champion horses and to the winners in 
the TRA competition for the best news 
stories and news photo of the year. 


ATLANTIC CITY UP 

The S-day Atlantic City Meeting from 
August 8th to October Sth was the best in 
its 15-year history, mutuel play being up 
2% and attendance up 3% as compared 
with 1959, 
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RUSSIAN ENTRIES IN INTERNATIONAL 

The Soviet Union will be represented 
in the $100,000 Washington D.C, Inter- 
national at Laurel Race Course again this 
year. 

In addition, the Ukranian Republic will 
have a challenger for the first time in 
the ninth running of the world-famous 
invitational mile and a half grass classic 
on Nov. Ll. 

The Russian Embassy has notified 
Laurel expecutive vice-president Joseph 
T. Cascarella that the three-year-old colt 
Zabeg will race in the colors of the Soviet 
Union and the five-year-old horse Zadorny 
will represent the Ukraine. 

This will mark the third straight year 
in which the Russians have competed in 
the International, In 1958, in a precedent- 
shattering appearance of Russian Thor- 
oughbreds outside the Iron Curtain, three- 
year-old Garnir finished sixth and Zaryad, 
the other Russian colt, was last after 
having failed to break at the start. 

Last season, Garnir made his second 
appearance and was fifth, while Flang, 
his running-mate, was eighth behind the 
victorious Bald Eagle of the U.S, 

A six-man delegation will accompany 
the Russian and Ukranian horses to Laurel. 
Included will be Yevgeni Gottlieb, trainer 
of Zabeg and manager of the Voshkod 
Stud Farm, and jockeys Nikolai Nasibov 
and Pavel Borovoi. This will be the third 
trip to Laurel for Gottlieb and Nasibov 
and the second for Borovoi. 

Zabeg won the mile and a half Moscow 
Prize at Warsaw on August 24, carrying 
130 pounds. On September 4, he won the 
mile and three-quarters Lander Grand 
Prize against older horses by four lengths 
under 124 pounds in the time of 3.01. 

Little is known about Zadorny, other 
than that he has won in Russia, Poland 
and Hungary. 

The Soviet delegation will arrive at 
Laurel about 10 days before the Inter- 
national, The Russian and Ukranian horses 
bring the International field to nine, with 
others expected to be invited after the 
running of important races in Europe and 
South America. Others in the field are 
Bald Eagle and Sword Dancer of the U.S., 
Prolific and Apostle of England, Puissant 
Chef and Hautain of France and Malhoa 
of Italy. 


RING WINS ARGENTINE CLASSIC 

Troubadour (Sideral-Rustom Legend, 
by Rustom Pasha), recently purchased by 
Gustave Ring of Washington, D. C., through 
Stefan Ballerini, on October 16th won the 
Argentine classic, the Gran Premio 
Nacional, at 2,500 meters in track record 
time, beating the favorite Pechazo, The 
horse will remain in Argentina to carry 
the Ring silks in the classic Gran Premio 
Carlos Pellegrini at 3,000 meters and 
will then probably be shipped to this 
country to race at Hialeah during the 
winter meeting. 
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19TH MEXICAN RACING SEASON 

With a “‘holiday’® from Mexican rac- 
ing only lasting about two weeks, the 19th 
season at the Hipodromos de las Americas 
opened October 12 with the Running of the 
Cristobal Colon (Christopher Columbus) 
Handicap. 

The 20,000 pesos event was awarded 
to Lea-B, of the Leo Stables. The filly 
was consistently interfered with in the 
six furlong race, first by Crown Prince F 
and then Montana’s Speed. Judges took 
long to deliberate but finally their decision 
went in favor of Lea-B, who had closed 
fast, was pocketed against the rail, and 
then bumped by Montana’s Speed. 

Although the winner was the favorite, 
returning but 18 pesos($1.44) for each 10 
pesos (80 cents) investment, the judges’ 
ruling was not popular with the inaugural 
day turnout crowd of 15,000. This was 
because in the stretch, Montana’s Speed, 
a long shot, moving up spectacularly on 
Crown Prince F, would have taken the 
event, but for the bottling up in the last 
few yards before the finish line. The final 
order of finish, after judges had inspected 
photos and interrogated judges, gave first 
place to Lea-B, second to Crown Prince 
F and third slot to Montana’s Speed. 

Betting for the first day’s turnout 
came to 1,500,000 pesos ($120,000 dollars) 
for an eight race card, with this about 
$8,000 dollars more in bets than in the 
Columbus Day inaugural last year. 

Most important feature of the inaugural 
card was the return to racing of Mexican 
jockey Enrique Garcida, boy who will 
give top jockeys a run for their money 
this season. 

Garcida, a seasoned rider, knows how 
to get the best out of his mounts, and is 
popular with the public. 

As in all previous seasons, before the 
start of the first race, there was the 
traditional parade of mounted charros in 
their colorful silver and gold embroider- 
ed trappings and huge sombreros, pistols 
on hip. 8.2. 


RECORD IRISH SALES 

A new record aggregate and average 
came from this year’s three-day yearling 
sales by Goffs at the Ballsbridge, Dublin, 
paddocks, The total of 496,400 guineas 
was 46,000 guineas up on last year, whilst 
the average rose from 1,054 to 1,279 
guineas, 

A notable feature of both these sales 
and the September Sales at Newmarket 
has been the amount of money invested 
in British bloodstock by American owners, 
either to ship to the U.S.A, or in the 
Majority of cases to race in England or 
Ireland, 

Listed amongst the big buyers at Balls- 
bridge were Reginald N, Webster, owner 
of Quill and one of the best of the English 
two-year-olds in Typhoon, Neil S, Mc- 
Carthy, Bill Macdonald of Florida and 
Tom Barry. P.T-C,

Foxhunting 


- Publicise It

Within a few weeks the fox hunting 
season will be in full force. Red coats 
will be dashing all over the landscape, 
hounds will be yapping and every wife will 
be wondering what to serve at the hunt 
breakfast. 

It will be pretty spectacular. 

The new Master will be all puffed up in 
his new role and newly-found respect and 
responsibilities and the fellow who just 
joined the hunt will be talking about 
nothing else for the next three months. 

But, all this for about 100 members. 

Seemingly there’s something all ex- 
clusive, secretive to the point that you'd 
think its illegal. The Chronicle hears about 
the hunt, the baby-sitters know something 
vague about it and a few words are whis- 
pered to close friends. A batch of pub- 
licity about horse activities is going to 
waste. 

Comes the annual hunt horse show and 
the picture changes. Reams of often ill- 
prepared copy goes out to radio, television 
and sports desks about the event. Until 
the annual horse show editors are kept in 
the dark about riding and what goes on. 

Editors are funny people. If it’s news 
they won’t print it. If it is a new devel- 
opment about something they’ve beencar- 
rying columns on for years, they'll set 
the linotypes to clanking. They’re used to 
politics, to baseball, traffic deaths, re- 
tiring postmasters and 50-year wedding 
anniversaries. So they'll print stories 
about these things. 

Editors aren’t, however, used to 
stories about horses and, because horses 


are something new, ignore stories about 
horses. Well, not about all horses, they'll 
print reams about horse racing because 
they’ve heard about horse racing. 

Maybe the time has come to start tell- 
ing the editors about horses and getting 
them used to the idea that horses aren’t 
something new and therefore fit subjects 
for stories in the papers, over the air 
and in the magazines. You can never tell 
how this will turn out. If editors get in 
the habit of reporting on horses, people 
might even buy horses and then there'll 
be almost as many horse-riding people 
as there are boat-riding people. Then 
there’d be columns about horses in papers, 
reports about horse shows, and as many 
people going to the annual hunt horse show 
as there are people going to baseball and 
football games. 

Farmers would start raising horses 
again because there is a growing market, 
feed dealers would be happy, and saddle 
people would be delighted at all the new 
business. 

Starting this ball to rolling is basic- 
ally simple. The hunt season is being 
launched with all of the color of blessing 
the hounds and the mentioned pink coats. 
There’s color here to delight the hearts 
of Sunday editors. There’s action and 
movement for television sports and news 
desks. Radio desks might tell their disc 
jockeys about the event and the dejays 
will come out with their pocket tape re- 
corders and transcribe sounds and inter- 
views. Associated Press and United Press 
International service the magazines and

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countless other newspapers which might 
be interested in running a picture. 
Here’s what the hunt secretary should 
do tonight. Get out the phone book and 
look up the names and addresses of al] 
newspapers (weeklies included) and al] 
radio and television stations that serve the 
hunt area, Address envelopes to the “‘City- 
desk” of all daily papers and to the ‘‘News 
Editor” of weeklies, radio and television, 
Stuff a ‘‘Memo to the Picture and News 
Desk’’ release into the envelope and mail, 
What’s a MMTP&ND release? Easy, here’s 
a typical one:

Surprising what action the above mis- 
sive will get. Don’t give too many details 
or attempt color in such a memo, This 
form of press release is an invitation to 
cover a feature story and implies that no 
coverage will be given by the hunt pub- 
licity chairman. Some editor, you can bet 
on it, will call, however, and ask to be 
phoned in a story. If that’s the case, phone 
in the bare details as to what happened. 
The fellow who doesn’t send out a re- 
porter and photographer probably won't 
give you more than a paragraph anyway. 
He’ll see, however, the feature in his 
opposition and know that he “missed one.” 

Another thing, the press is fairly-well 
paid today, even if they aren’t rich. They're 
used to being pampered a bit and highly 
resent any snubs, You'll hurt your hunt 
and your people if you don’t treat them as 
highly-honored guests. Good rule, treat 
the press as if they were a potential cus- 
tomer with a two-million dollar order in 
their pocket. 

Okay, so don’t do it.

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Nashville Tennessean 
8th One Day Horse Trials 
M. L. Warden 


The victory of a brother and sister 
in the two divisions was one of the note- 
worthy features of The Nashville Ten- 
nessean’s 8th One Day Horse Trials, 
reputedly the oldest annual combined 
training event in the country. Since 1953 
the Nashville newspaper has sponsored 
this event in Edwin and Percy Warner 
Parks in conjunction with its ‘‘Horse 
Sense’’ Riding Tournament, the “All 
Horsemanship - Pleasure Mount Show’’ 
dating from 1952. 

For the first time, naturally, the 
event was “‘sanctioned by and held under 
the rules of the United States Combined 
Training Association,” 

Wingover, ridden by Boyce Magli, 17, 
and Smudge, with Ann Magli, 14, up, won 
respectively the Intermediate division for 
riders 16 and over and the Jenny Camp 
Trials for riders 12 and under 16, 

The total, 26, was the largest field 
to date for this Nashville event, there 
being 10 more than in 1959, Fifteen (9 men 
and 6 women) competed in the Intermedi- 
ate class and 9 of them finished. Eleven 
girls contested the Jenny Camp Trials and 
8 finished. 

Wingover, aged part Arabian bay pony 
gelding, and Boyce Magli need no intro- 
duction to Pony Clubbers, having repre- 
sented Middle Tennessee at three U.S,P.C. 
National Rallies. As usual, the pair had 
no penalties over the jumps and their 
score, 53, was thedressage penalty points. 
This was low in dressage for the Inter- 
mediates. 

Runner-up, with 64.5, was Copper Coin 
with another Pony Club rider, Henry 
Howerton, 16, Copper Coin, predominant- 
ly saddle-bred, was trained by his owner- 
rider. The pair were on the M.T.P.C, 
“B” team which placed second at the 1960 
U.S, Pony Club National Rally.

Trailing the ‘‘kids’’ for third, fourth, 
and fifth honors were three adult riders, 
Mrs. Jack Hinkle on Irish Don, Thor- 
oughbred, 80; Dudley C, Fort on Water- 
ford, imported Irish hunter, 88.3; and 
James R. Greene, of Goodwater, Ala., on 
Markwell, 88.5. Margaret Puryear, 
another Pony Clubber, 17, was sixth, with 
a score of 98 on the pony Prince Monty. 

Smudge, a chestnut gelding of unknown 
breeding, age 5, and trained by rider Ann 
Magli, was taking part in his first com- 
bined training event other than a Pony 
Club Rally (Regional of 1960), Like his 
stablemate, Wingover, he had a clean 
score over the jumps. His total score, 55, 
was the second lowest (best) in dressage. 
Ann, at 14, is a veteran trainer and win- 
ner of equitation and jumping competitions. 
This was her third One Day Trials. 

Tied for second with 66 penalty points 
were Invictor and Sharon Anthony and 
Gungha Din and Camille Moore of Mem- 
phis. Robin and Martha Hilton were 4th 
in their first Trials with 82. Mystery 
Hour and Ruth Englert were fifth with 86, 
Lepper and Jeanne Cox of Birmingham, 
Ala., were sixth with 96 penalty points. 

Everybody’s sympathy went out to 
Lucia Burch of Memphis who would have 
won the Jenny Camp Trials with a score 
of 53.5, but for riding on the wrong side 
of the finish flags on the stadium jump- 
ing course. To find oneself suddenly 
eliminated instead of first is a bitter 
pill to swallow, a pill that Miss Burch 
swallowed bravely. 

Dr. Koichi Fujii of St. Louis judged 
dressage and stadium jumping, and con- 
ducted a dressage clinic for contestants 
the morning after the event. Dr. Fujii 


was a member of the Japanese Prix des 
Nations Jumping Team at the 1952 Olym- 
pics.

Intermediate Dressage was the stand- 
ard “‘N” ride, with the A.H.S.A, A-1 
Test being the Jenny Camp ride. 

Intermediate cross-country was 22/10 
miles, Time Allowed 8 min, Fences not 
over 3’ 6’’. Two obstacles in stadium 
jumping were 3’ 9” and the course about 
600 yds. at 327 yds. per min. The Jenny 
Camp cross-country was 1 1/8 miles with 
4 m. 32 sec. Time Allowed and fences 
not over 3 ft. J. C. fences in stadium 
jumping were a maximum of 3’ 3” and 
the course about 500 yds. 

The stadium jumping course was color- 
ful with white, gray, barn red, and strip- 
ed poles and in a beautiful setting of 
tree lined river bank on three sides and 
open fields with distant hills on the fourth 
side. Two of the obstacles were inherited 
from the Olympic Three Day Trials of 
1954 on the same site. This was an 8 ft. 
water and a simple ditch in front of a 
single pole. The latter caused more re- 
fusals than anything. Crossed poles, brush, 
porch railing, red slab, triple bar, triple 
in and out of alternate vertical and broad 
pole arrangements, gray boxes under 
parallel poles, a red gate, and parallel 
bars were the other stadium jumping 
obstacles. The water was the last hazard 
(not on the Jenny Camp course). 

For reasons of economy and because 
of the public park setting where anybody 
is free to go, some of the cross-country 
jumps were brought out from the Direct- 
or’s basement and set up on standards. 
These were pegged down for security. 
All jumps except one ditch had extensions 
on each side making them about 18 ft. 
broad.

Pennsylvania National

International Events 

The United States Equestrian Team 
scored a brilliant victory at the Pennsyl- 
vania National Horse Show at Harrisburg, 
winning the first skirmish in the battle 
for supremacy at the four CHIO shows on 
this continent this fall. 

The lads of the Stars and Stripes won 
seven of the 11 international classes, com- 
piling a total score of 117 points. In 
addition to this, the three U. S, riders 
placed in one-two-threeorder in individual 
standings. Frank Chapot was champion 
rider with 36 points, winning three first 
places; Hugh Wiley with two firsts was 
reserve champion, scoring 24 points, 
while George Morris placed third with 20 
points, although he did not win an individual 
first place. Wiley did not ride in two 
classes offering points. 

The Canadian Equestrian Team, cap- 
tained by Douglas Cudney, placed second 
in the team standings, scoring 58 points. 
Next in line was Ireland with 44 points; 
Venezuela, winner of the Prix Des Nations, 
36 points, and Mexico, 33 points. No 
nation was shut out of the victory column 
this year, each of these four winning one 
first place victory each. Ireland’s Captain 
W. A. Ringrose was fourth place rider, 
eariuing 18 points, including a first place 
victory, while Canada’s Jack Gisborn, 
another first place winner, earned 16 
points. The only other individual first 
place winner was petite Mrs. Carola 
Behrens of Venezuela, whose total point 
score was 12, the same number as ac- 
crued by Cudney of Canada, and Joaquin 
Perez de Las Heras of Mexico. 

The United States captured the Low 
Score event with the remarkably small 
number of four faults for the three-class 
event, but dropped the coveted Prix Des 
Nations to Venezuela after a valiant tussle. 
The Low Score victory was quite decisive 
for the U.S,, the other teams having 
faulted as follows: Canada, 16; Mexico, 
20 1/2; Ireland 29 3/4, and Venezuela, 
36 1/4. 

It was in the first two Low Score 
events that Hugh Wiley claimed his two 
personal victories. There were no individ- 
ual points for the third event. The first 
event called for two teams of three horses 
from each nation, the score of the best 
two horses in each team of three to count. 
Ireland’s first team of three scored no 
faults, and the time of the two best rounds 
was 74,2 seconds, so it was announced 


that Ireland would rest on its laurels and 
not put in its second team, Evidently they 
assumed they had the victory clinched. 
At this point the U.S, first team had 
scored faultess rounds with Master Wil- 
liam (Wiley) and Night Owl, (Morris) 
but their aggregate time was 79.9 seconds, 
so the third horse was not put in. Instead 
the U.S. entered its second team, since 
they now knew definitely what time they 
had to beat - a good piece of tactical 
thinking on the part of Coach Bertalan 
de Nemethy. Coming out first onDiamant, 
Morris accrued 8 faults, but Chapot, next 
on veteran Trail Guide, made a perfect 
round in 35.9 seconds, and Wiley aboard 
the incredibly long-striding Ksar d’Esprit 
followed suit in 33.2 seconds, making the 
pair victorious in 69.1 seconds, Chapot 
did not receive individual points for the 
event, as they went only to the top rider 
in each nation, 

The second low score event called for 
two entries of two horses each, from 
each nation, each pair of horses to be 
ridden by one rider. Wiley scored first 
place riding Ksar d’Esprit and Master 
William for no faults and a combined time 
of 68.3 seconds, Morris also had faultless 
rounds with his two mounts and the second 
best time in the class, but only one rider 
from each nation was permitted to place. 

Chapot’s individual victories were in 
the category of the choicest of the lot - 
In the Individual Championship, the Stake, 
(in both of which Morris placed second); 
and the Fault and Out time limit class. 
In the stake there was a four-way jump- 
off among Chapot, Morris, Ringrose, and 
Perez, after all four went clean, Chapot 
and Morris went clean again, and the 
former won by a margin of 1.5 seconds. 
The International individual Championship 
was split down the middle by the United 
States and Ireland - Chapot and Morris 
winning first and second, while Lt. J. F. 
Daly and Lt. E, P, O’Donohoe were third 
and fourth, All four riders had faultless 
performances and time was the deciding 
factor, 

The United States won the first Prix 
Des Nations event with 16 faults, but on 
the second round, after Morris had made a 
quarter fault, Wiley got into trouble with 
Master William, who didn’t seem to be 
able to get into his stride at first, and 
collected 16 3/4 faults. This put the U. S. 
out of the running for first place, as 
Venezuela had already finished with a total 
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of 30 1/2 faults for both events. In order 
to place the U, S, second, it was up to 
Chapot to puil the chestnuts out of the 
fire, which he did in dramatic fashion 
by spinning Trail Guide around the course 
of 16 obstacles in 75.4 seconds without a 
fault. 

Tallyho, a majestic horse, was Chapot’s 
mount for his victories in the Individual 
and Fault and Out Classes. In the latter 
class he scored 28 points in 62.0 seconds, 
We bet every five-gaited horse in the 
place envied this handsome dappled gray 
gelding his gorgeous tail - very full, and 
so long that even when braided it nearly 
touched his hocks. No ‘‘falsy’’ needed here! 


Conformation Hunters 

Two breath-takingly beautiful Thor- 
oughbreds were crowned champion and 
reserve in the Conformation Hunter Divi- 
sion. Cold Climate, his chestnut coat 
gleaming like gold under the brilliant 
lights of the arena, earned the title of 
champion, and won a second leg on the 
Waiting Home Challenge Trophy, for his 
owner Mrs. J. Deane Rucker, whose 
Spanish Mint had won it last year. Cold 
Climate is a mere babe as conformation 
hunters go, being only five years, yet he 
has collected many titles. He won the green 
conformation championship at Harrisburg 
in 1958 and 1959, and at New York in 
1959. He has rarely failed to place in 
model classes - most frequently being in 
first place. Ridden at Harrisburg by Jack 
Payne, the gelded son of Chilly Beau- 
Margery O, compiled 21 1/2 points, win- 
ning first in the Middle and Heavyweight 
class, the stake and the model class, as 
well as three assorted seconds. Cold 
Climate’s performance in the stake was 
no less than perfect - rhythmic and sure, 
without a sound (not counting applause) 
except for soft thudding of hoofs in the 
tanbark between jumps, and utter silence 
over jumps - not a tick to be heard. 

Reserve champion was the glamourous 
dappled gray, Bold Minstrel, by Bold and 
Bad-Wallace. The 8-year-old gelding, so 
richly dark that his rump is almost black, 
was owner-ridden by William D. Haggard, 
Ill, for 14 points, winning second in the 
stake, first in the ladies; third in middle 
and Heavyweight and in the open and 
fourth in the appointments class. 


Working Hunters 

The Working Hunter championship was 
won by Chappaqua, owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry D, Paxson, garnering 18 points. he 
was ridden throughout the show by Alan 
King, Jr., except in the Ladies’ class, 
when Mrs. Joseph Ferguson was aboard. 
The ll-year-old gray gelding has won 
many championships in the East, but this 
was the first time he had ever won the 
title at the Pennsylvania National, so you 
can well imagine the joy in the Paxson 
camp. Chappaqua won three firsts - the 
open, the lightweight and the stake, and a 
second in the handy class. There was 4

Open Jumpers

Castle won the Pennsylvania Big Jump for 
the third year in succession, but failed 
to earn the Jumper title which he had won 
in 1958 and 1959. However, he was not 
entered in the Sky-Hi jump, nor several 
other classes, and no points were awarded 
in the Big Jump, which fact affected his 
point standing. (Personally we would like 
to see the class provide points, as it is 
one of the stiffest courses.) 

Instead, a new champion was crowned 
in the equine person of Copper King, owned 
by E. H. Cudney, of Winona, Ont., ridden 
by Gordon Kirton, The fiery aged chest- 
nut gelding certainly deserved the honor, 
for he has competed for many years, 
and this is the first time he has ever 
won the championship.

second in the stake, winning 5 bonus 
points. He nosed out by only a half- 
point tiny (14.2 hands) Sandpiper, owned 
and shown by junior rider Miss Brooke 
Miller. The plucky, free-jumping little 
gray gelding placed first in the Fault and 
Out and first in the PHA to garner 10 
championship points. In the PHA Brooke 
successfully jumped off with Gray Aero, 
owned by Frank Imperatore Motor Co., 
and Bertram Firestone’s Qui Sait, all 
three having been faultless on the first 
round, 

Many people who can’t go to the show 
every session come to Harrisburg Thurs- 
day nights just to see the Big Jump, and 
when the spectators discovered JoeGreen 
aboard Windsor Castle, they gave him an 
ovation that nearly lifted the top off the 
huge Farm Show Arena, The only ovation 
to equal it was the one accorded Frank 
Chapot of the U.S. Team when hecame out 
wearing the golden sash the final night of 
the show. 

This was the first time that Joe had 
ridden at the Penn National since 1957, 
two years after he had been so seriously 
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injured that it was thought he might never 
ride again. Always a crowd favorite, Joe 
obliged by taking Windsor Castle over the 
jumps without a fault on the first trip, and 
then repeating the feat after a jump-off 
with five other horses who had gone clean - 
the only one to do it again. 

While Joe Green originally came from 
the sunny South, he and his wife Peggy 
have lived for nearly a decade in Lancas- 
ter County, Penna., about 30 miles from 
Harrisburg on Irl Daffin’s | Warwick 
Farms, except for a brief sojourn last 
winter at Ballard’s place in Ontario, Now 
they are back again, and what’s more, have 
Windsor Castle bedded down there. So 
Lancaster County has another tourist at- 
traction - the highest priced jumper in 
history - along with Distelfinks, Amish 
buggies, shoofly pie and Wheatland, home

The rapidly rising popularity of hunters 
in this section of the country was clearly 
noticeable at the N, C, State Championship 
Horse Show held at the State Fair Arena. 
With over a hundred total entries in the 
Hunter, Jumper and Hunt Seat Equitation 
Divisions, this increase in entries over 
former years is, to lovers of Thorough- 
bred-type horses, a giant stride forward 
in this heretofore predominately saddle- 
horse-enthusiast cuuntry.

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The Acland Exmoor Ponies 
Story and Photos by John Nestle 


The hardy little Exmoor pony has one 
of the most interesting histories of all 
our delightful mountain and moorland 
breeds. He has moved about to a surpris- 
ing extent, his bones having been found in 
the extreme north of Scotland, dating, in all 
probability, from prehistoric times. Re- 
mains of these ponies have also been dis- 
covered in Scotland, 

However, first of all, let us get a true 
picture of this magnificent little animal. 
Exmoor mares must not exceed 12.2 h.h. 
at four years of age and upwards, and stal- 
lions not more than 12.3 h.h. They are 
exceptionally hardy and strong and their 
colour is bay, brown or dun (they must, 
on no account, have any white points), the 
most typical being mousey-brown, darker 
on the back and merging into a lighter 
mealy colour under the belly and inside 
their fore-arms and thighs. This same 
mealy colour is also found on the upper 
and lower eyelids and, of course, is parti- 
cularly noticeable on the muzzle. The 
generous eyes are large and prominent, 
set wide apart; as the mealy lids are 
pronounced, the Exmoor pony is described 
locally as having a ‘‘toad eye.’’ All of them 
have ‘‘snow tails,”’ i.e., short hairs atthe 
top to prevent snow from clogging at the 
end, 

The famous Acland herd of pure-bred 
Exmoor ponies is now owned by Miss Rose 
Lycett Green, of Ashwick Farm, near Dul- 
verton, and could not have a better custo- 
dian. The following is the history of how 
it came into being and of its many vicis- 
situdes,

History of the Acland Herd 

In 1820, when John Knight of Simons- 
bath bought Exmoor Forest, all the ponies, 
some 400 in number, were sold by auction, 
with the exception of 20 ponies, which Sir 
Thomas Acland took over to form the 
nucleus of a new herd at the Old Ashway, 
Dulverton. (See Colyer’s ‘‘Chase of the 
Wild Red Deer,” published in 1862.) 

The Westcotts of Hawkridge and also 
the Williams bought ponies at this sale, 
as they were determined that the breed, 
which had existed on the moor for so many 
hundreds of years, should be preserved, 
A number from the Simonsbath area 
were taken over to the Dulverton side, 
where they were kept separately on the 
allotments on Winsford Hill and other 
places. 

Each year, in order to wean the suck- 
ers, they were taken from Winsford Hill 
and fed on the comparatively rich grass 
(it was not very rich) at the back of Kil- 
lerton Park. Besides the Westcotts, the 
Williams and, it is believed, the Crock- 
fords, their principal owners were the 
Aclands, Lord Poltimore and Lord Fort- 
escue, each of whom had his own special 
brand. Sir Thomas Acland’s was ananchor, 
Lord Poltimore’s a coronet and Lord 
Fortescue’s a broken spur. 

When the suckers arrived at Killerton, 
Sir Thomas was there to inspect them and 
to see that none was sent with white on it. 
On one occasion a pony arrived with afew 
white hairs, which Sir Thomas spotted and 
asked Mr. Rawle, the pony herdsman, 
*‘Why have you brought this one?” Rawle 
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said he was very sorry, so Sir Thomas 
replied: ‘‘I will forgive you this time, but 
don’t ever do such a thing again.” 

It is also known that some time in the 
1800s Sir Thomas gave two ponies to a 
French grandee and in due course Rawle, 
who had never been off Exmoor, was dis- 
patched to France with them. How he got 
there no one seems to know. But he duly 
returned and when Sir Thomas asked him 
how he had fared, he replied: ‘‘I got the 
ponies there all right, but the people were 
very ignorant. They could not speak a word 
of English.”” 

Sir Thomas Acland took the utmost pre- 
caution to ensure that the blood of his herd 
of Exmoor ponies was pure and undiluted, 
but apart from this he crossed some of 
them with Thoroughbreds and trotters and 
so forth, and bred some wonderful horses. 
He had apit specially made so that the Ex- 
moor stallions could cover the Thorough- 
bred mares. The Colonel, who won the 
Grand National in 1869 ridden by Mr. 
George Stevens, was an entire horse by an 
Exmoor stallion out of a Thoroughbred 
mare. He was exported to Germany and 
all further records of him are lost, so 
we shall never know the extent of his in- 
fluence on German horses, 

Sir Thomas Acland improvedthe graz- 
ing on Exmoor for the ponies by obtaining 
special heather seed from Scotland. He 
ploughed part of the Ashway side and seed- 
ed it down with the new heather to provide 
better feed for his ponies. 

The Lycett Green family began to show 
their interest in the ponies when Frank 
Green bought Ashwick and various other 
farm properties between 1927 and 1932. In- 
cluded in his early purchases was Old 
Ashway Farm, with about 150 acres of 
moorland hill, known as Varle Hill, and 
the Ashway side, in addition to about 200 
acres of enclosures. 

On this hillside existed a herd of wild 
Exmoor ponies - the original Acland herd, 
They are the oldest remaining herd and for 
years have been distinctly marked with 
their anchor brand, Under the terms of the 
purchase, the herd became the joint pro- 
perty of Sir Richard Acland and Mr. Frank

Green, but in the latter’s view they re- 
mained as wild as the stags and foxes. 

They were only bunched when they were 
rounded up annually for branding, which 
was no mean feat, carried out with the aid 
of the local farmers and witnessed by the 
secretary of the Exmoor Pony Society. 
Otherwise they had free warren of the 
previously held Acland Estate and they 
fed off the hill. In severe winters they 
were given some hay, but the snow had to be 
very thick before they would condescend to 
eat it. 

Frank Green was most Zealous inpro- 
tecting the rights of the herd, so much so 
that he eventually bought Sir Richard Ac- 
land’s share. Thus the ponies become 
wholly his property, except that he al- 
ways maintained that they were part of 
the estate and could not be separated 





them return to the hill, so they remained 
in the enclosures. 

There is no doubt that, as his own 
years approached the 90s, Mr. Frank 
Green became even more Zealous in his 
care of the ponies. He would allow no one 
to touch them, and in about 1948 he stopped 
the Exmoor Pony Society from visiting 
and branding them. By now there were 
approximately 20 of them. 

About this time Mr. Simon Green, a 
great-nephew of Mr. Frank Green, bought 
Old Ashway Farm and the adjoining hill. 
He arranged for his daughter, Rose, who 
had been brought up during the war years 
at Ashwick Farm, living with her great- 
great-uncle, to take charge of the herd 
with a view to guarding and protecting the 
ponies’ rights and interests. He was con- 
fident that, if circumstances should ever

from it. He regarded himself as the 
custodian of the herd, rather than owner. 

During his time the herd numbered ap- 
proximately 40. They were always ruled 
by one stallion - and the laws of nature. 
Younger stallions were driven off, al- 
though at breeding times some appear- 
ed to have a few mares in attendance. Old 
age and accident controlled their number, 
and they looked after themselves as far as 
possible. 


Stolen By Butchers 

Trouble came to the Acland herd dur- 
ing the war years of 1939-45. The ponies 
continued to live on the hill until some un- 
known butchers, out for illicit profit when 
meat was short, visited Exmoor and suc- 
ceeded in trapping the majority of them in 
one of the narrow lanes, Mr. FrankGreen 
spend several hundreds of pounds in trying 
to find the ponies and traced them as far 
as Cumberland, but the criminals were 
never caught. Only about a dozen survived 
this tragedy. These were taken into the 
fields far from the moorlands roads and 
thére they remained for the rest of the 
war. In fact, Frank Green would not let 





make it necessary for her to part withher 
property, she would do all she could to 
preserve the life of the Acland herd. 

Miss Rose Green was soon obliged to 
recognize that the keeping of ponies in 
these days of more intensive agriculture 
was no easy matter. If allowed to graze 
on the hill, they might break into some of 
the neighbors’ best crops, and so they have 
to be kept in the enclosed land, This has 
meant that alimithas had to be imposed on 
their numbers, However, it is hoped that 
these successors of the original Acland 
herd may remain on their rightful ground 
for many years, and that they will continue 
to breed and raise stock worthy of their 
ancestors. 

In conclusion, it should be said that 
this effort to maintain the herd could not 
have been carried out without the help and 
collaboration of the Westcott family at 
Draydon, Their advice and encouragement 
has been invaluable, 

The size of the herd has meant that 
steps have had to be taken to prevent too 
much in-breeding, and a stallion has been 
lent by Mr. Sidney Westcott to change the 
blood. The Exmoor Pony Society is once 
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more registering and branding the young 
stock each year, Whilst the herd must be 
limited, it is intended that Acland blood 
should be made available to others who 
are interested in maintaining the breed 
of the Exmoor pony. The secretary of the 
Society is Lt. Col. V.C.A. Munckton, Cap- 
land Orchard, Hatch Beauchamp, Taunton, 
Somerset. 
Present Day Use 

Miss Rose Green told me, when I was 
being shown round the stud, that in her 
opinion Exmoors, in common with many 
of our other native breeds, make excel- 
lent children’s ponies if properly handled, 
When out hunting, they will get over any 
form of obstacle and last the longest day, 
The thrive when kept out, provided they 
get the correct amount of food according 
to the work they have todo, and, of course, 
they are up to weight, well able to carry 
an adult if necessary. Many Exmoor ponies 
round Dulverton and on Exmoor belong to 
children and are perfectly quiet. In fact, 
Miss Green has owned one or two who 
were so good-tempered that they allowed 
young people to slide down their tails, 

As these ponies have remarkably good 
bone, they produce first-class progeny 
when crossed with a Thoroughbred. Many 
are being suitably crossed at the moment 
and a number of well-known children’s 
show ponies and juvenile hunters are bred 
in this way. Before the height limit of polo 
ponies was raised from 14.2 h.h., a great 
number of Exmoors were bred for polo, 
especially in the West Country. 

Two years ago Miss Rose Green sent 
ten of these ponies to Scotland, where they 
were broken in and used for trekking. In 
Denmark an enthusiast has put a pair of 
Exmoors to a trap, from photographs and 
correspondence the results appear to be 
excellent. 

The Acland herd consists of a total of 
28 brood mares, yearlings and two-year- 
olds. The well-known stallion, Crackshot 
Il, who was owned by the late Mr. West- 
cott, has done much to improve it in recent 
years. Dubonnet is a splendid young stal- 
lion by Crackshot and he also has been 
used quite a lot. He won Premiums at 
Exford in 1957 and 1959 and was a first 
prizewinner at Exford as a yearling. 

Miss Green started branding her ponies 
in 1952 and has now branded 64 which have 
been passed by the Exmoor Society’s in- 
spectors. It is of interest that the in- 
spectors of this Society never inspect for 
registration purposes any ponies which are 
their own property.

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Early Polo In Alberta 
Eddie Olynuk 


When the pioneer Alberta (actually it 
was still known as a part of the Northwest 
Territories, as Alberta became a province 
in 1905) rancher of three-quarters of a 
century ago was in the mood for enter- 
tainment and fun he played polo. True it 
was a crude form of the game, but he 
loved it nonetheless and he played it with 
such zest and devotion that the game's 
popularity spread, slowly but surely, to 
other parts of Canada and into the northern 
States. The first chukker of polo to be 
played in Canada was in the southern part 
of what is now Alberta in the Pincher 
Creek district back around 1883. That 
year a Mr. E, M. Wilmot of the Alberta 
Ranch Company returned from England 
with some mallets and balls, and it wasn’t 
too long before neighboring ranchers 
(which usually meant a matter of ten or 
fifteen miles) were gathering on the bald- 
headed prairie for a few chukkers. 

The game was a natural for Alberta, 
despite the fact the pioneers had to play 
on grounds punctured with badger holes 
and covered with tall, hard prairie wool, 
Often the pioneers made their own equip- 
ment, mallets carved from poplar branch- 
es, and their mounts were a far cry from 
today’s sleek, beautiful Thoroughbreds, 
Nevertheless it wasn’t long until the 
whole Territory was alive with polo fever, 
and it took only a matter of a few years 
to establish the foundation for a thriving 
polo pony industry. The game spread like 
wildfire and more than a dozen first-rate 
teams mushroomed overnight throughout 
southern Alberta. These teams came from 
Pincher Creek, Fort Macleod, Millarville, 
Pekisko, High River, Beaver Creek, Fish 
Creek, Cochrane, North Fork, and the 
burgeoning city of Calgary. 

By 1890, regular tournaments were 
being held each summer. Most of the old 
names associated with the history of 
ranching in the province are also linked 
with polo, names such as Milvain, Burns, 
Lea, Alexander, Cross, McNaughton, Con- 
nolly, Kennington, Wolley-Dod, and 
Numerous others, Later on other polo 
stalwarts followed men like the Critchley 
brothers, Kerfoot brothers, Brown, 
Hughes, McHugh, Sexsmith, Freeman, 
Ross - whose play was among the best 
on the continent. In 1904, the High River 
team, which boasted a brace of seven- 
goal men, invaded Eastern Canada and also 
toured the U. S, They beat everything in 
sight. They returned from their triumphs 
victorious, but minus their stout-hearted 
ponies. The Easterners had become so 
enamored with them that they bought them 
all from the Westerners. Polo proved to 
be not only a good game for early Alber- 
tans, but a profitable business as well. 
For many years polo ponies bred in the 
province were exported to all parts of 
Canada, the U. S. and even as far away 
as South America.

University Of 
Virginia Polo 
Ed Lovern 


In their first defeat of the year, the 
University of Virginia polo team went down 
8-4 before the powerful mallet work of 
Cornell University October 16 at Char- 
lottesville’s Brook Hill Farm. 

Led by Captain Ben Baldwin, the New 
York trio, rated at six goals, controlled 
most of the game. Cornell, one of the 
strongest colleges in United States’ polo, 
is the only team that has defeated Virgin- 
ia at home since the spring of 1959, 

The Cavaliers lacked their usual co- 
ordination at the time when they needed 
it most, and Cornell made the most of this 
plus their outstanding power hitting to 
break away from a 2-2 tie at the half, 
outscoring Virginia 6-2 in the final three 
chukkers. 

Baldwin, a one-goal Hawaiian who play- 
ed on the 1959 U, S, Intercollegiate Inter- 
national team, put the Big Red in front 
in the first minute of play. On a number 
four penalty shot, he got off a drive that 
split the uprights without touching the 
ground, 

Cavalier Captain Will Farish quickly 
tied the score, taking a beautiful back- 
hand set up from pivot-man Don Grubbs. 
Chukker two followed the same scoring 
Pattern as Butch Butterworth tallied from 
close in for Cornell, with Claxton Long 
collecting Virginia’s tying point seconds 
later. 

Before a crowd exceeding 500 specta- 
tors, both squads battled up and down the 
field unable to break the deadlock in 
Period three. But with the second-half, 
Cornell’s experienced captain put his team 
well ahead. 

Baldwin began the fourth chukker ex- 
actly as the first with a soaring number 


four penalty shot in the opening minute. 
This time, however, he scored the next 
shot also. Then, in a brilliant display of 
ball control, he carried the ball three- 
fourths the length of the field to smash in 
an 80 yard scoring drive. 

Trailing 5-2 the Cavaliers tried 
desperately to make a comeback in the 
last two periods with Farish hitting twice 
for points. But the Big Red trio from 
Ithaca wouldn’t relax. 

Playing better position polo and main- 
taining a tight defense, Cornell kept their 
die-hard opponents from organizing an 
effective offensive and were threatening 
to the final bell.

Sparked by seven goals from Harry 
Powell, the University of Virginia polo 
team whitewashed Princeton, 11-0, on 
October 23 at Charlottesville’s Brook 
Hill Farm. 

The aggressive Cavaliers worked like 
a team in every sense of the word as they 
won their third match of the season, 
vindicating their loss to Cornell a week 
before. 

Powell, a senior from Camden, §.C., 
played the number one position expertly, 
working his way to the goal on every 
organized offensive in anticipation of a 
relay from a teammate. The game was 
his first of the season, 

The Princeton Tigers, led by one- 
goaler Thruston Pettus, fought back till 
the final whistle, but were no match for 
the well-coordinated Cavaliers. Although 
demonstrating some strong stick work, 
they rarely got past the defense of Don 
Grubbs. 

Most of Virginia’s points were scored 
from close in, as Grubbs and Farish work- 
ed the ball past the Princeton defenders 
to Powell at the uprights. But Will Farish, 


the Cavalier’s hard-hitting captain, picked 
up one ball near midfield and blasted it 
through the goal in the air. 

Farish opened the scoring with a ten- 
yard back-hand for the only point in 
chukker one. He collected four in the 
course of the game - one in each period. 

The triumph gave Virginia an aggregate 
score of 35 points in four matches; they’ve 
given up only 12 points. Farish is top 
man with 19 goals, with Powell ina sudden 
second place after his seven-point scoring 
spree. 

Claxton Long, the Cavaliers usual 
number one who is temporarily out of 
action with an injured ankle, averaged 
two goals a match in the first three.

other exhibitors (many showing in the 
same class being broadcast) and it was 
the unanimous feeling that here was the 
ideal answer to awaken the interest of the 
general public in horse shows, 

For many years, spectator interest 
has been nil except in the case of Catholic 
Charity shows which never fail to get 
thousands of enthusiasts. It might be 
concluded from the foregoing - ‘*Why go 
to the show - if it is so fascinating to 
listen to - and much cheaper too’’, My 
statements are from the show-hardened 
blase exhibitor who has seen many good 
Open Classes and is perhaps the hardest 
to impress with ‘‘sensualism in horse 
show advertising’. But the uninitiated 
public, could certainly be awakened by 
such broadcasts at some of our better 
shows such as at the Garden when Inter- 
national Classes are being run. There is 
no reason why such a program should 
not be sponsored by some horse product 
manufacturer or by the shows themselves 
in order to get “‘live’® spectators the 
following night.

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BRAZILIAN HORSES TRIUMPH 
IN ARGENTINA 

A triumph without precedent in the 
entire racing history of South America, 
was achieved by the Brazilian horses 
which went to participate in the inter- 
national meeting at Buenos Aires, in con- 
nection with the festivities of the 150th 
anniversary of Argentine independence. 
The Brazilian contingent was flown from 
Sao Paulo, consisting of eight horses, 
who took part in four different races in 
Buenos Aires, and won all of them. On 
Saturday, at the Palermo racecourse, the 
filly Elisabeth, the mare Derah and the 
horse Major’s Dilemma were victorious 
in their respective engagements. On Sun- 
day, at the San Isidro racecourse, Escorial 
and Farwell finished first and second in 
the Grande Premio Internacional 25 de 
Mayo, richest race ever to be run in this 
part of the world, 

Elisabeth, a three-year-old filly bred 
and owned by Haras Ipiranga, by Kameran 
Khan (Tehran) out of Canidia, by Pharis 
out of Callisto, by Tourbillon, won the 
descending handicap Premio Juan Jose 
Paso, over 1000 metres, open to fillies 
and mares, in which she scored by two 
lengths in a field of 12, including the best 
Argentine representatives over that dis- 
tance, and being clocked in the exception- 
ally fast time-of 57 seconds. In this race, 
the other Brazilian entry, Excentrica, was 
fourth. Elisabeth has won 4 races and 
has been 5 times in the money out of 12 
starts to date. 

Derah, a four-year-old mare also bred 
by Haras Ipiranga, and owned by Stud 
Eduardo Guilherme, by Minotauro (Ortel- 
lo) out of Marsa, by Seventh Wonder out 
of Jaranera, by Yeomanstown, won the 
Premio Internacional Cornelio Saavedra, 
over 1600 metres, open to fillies and 
mares, in which she scored by three 


lengths in a field of 9. She was clocked 
at 1 min, 37 sec. and 3/Sths, winning 
practically in a canter. Derah has won 10 
races, and has been 13 times inthemoney 
out of 27 starts. 

Major’s Dilemma, a three-year-old 
colt bred by Haras Bela Vista, and owned 
by Stud Terra Branca, by Orbaneja (Goya) 
out of Doctor’s Dilemma, by Pherozshah 
out of Killorcure, by Nothing Venture, 
won the best race on the card, the Premio 
Internacional Sesquicentenario, over 2500 
metres, open to all horses, with a prize 
of one million Argentine pesos to the 
winner, in which he scored by five lengths 
in a field of 13. Major’s Dilemma has a 





strong liking for dirt tracks, so he was 
seen at his best on this occasion, In this 
race, the other Brazilian entry, Lohen- 
grin, was sixth. Major’s Dilemma was 
clocked at 2 min. 37 sec. and 4/Sths. He 
has won 4 races, and has been 5 times in 
the money, out of 17 starts to date. 

The three Saturday successes were 
only a prelude to what happened on Sun- 
day in the Grande Premio Internacional 
25 de Mayo. This race carried a prize to 
the winner of over 100,000 dollars, and 
no effort had been spared to insure the 
participation of the best horses from all 
over the world. In spite of last-minute 
desertions, on account of the great dif- 
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ficulty of moving horses from Europe or 
North America at this time of the year, 
the field at the start numbered 21 con. 
testants, including the best Chilean, 
Tolpan, the best Peruvian, Pamplona, the 
best Venezuelan, Porvenir, and the best 
Uruguayans and Argentinians available, 
besides the three Brazilian entries, of 
Narvik, Escorial and Farwell. The last 
mentioned took the lead, and would have 
won the race easily, had it not been for 
the late rush of the older champion Escor- 
ial, who, following his favourite tactics, 
came from last position to sweep all 
before him, and win irresistibly by half 
a length in the excellent time of 2 min, 
26 sec. and 4/Sths over 2400 metres, 
while the rest of the field was left several 
lengths behind, In third place came the 
very game Peruvian filly Pamplona, while 
the Argentine Sal Cerebos was fourth, 
the other Brazilian entry Narvik was fifth, 
Farwell was clocked at 1 min, 37 sec, 
and 3/Sths for the first mile, while Es- 
corial was clocked at 2 min, and 1/5th 
for the last 2000 metres, 1 min, and 4/5Sths 
for the last 1000 metres, and 11 sec. and 
4/Sths for the last 200 metres, which 
gives a fairly accurate idea of the amount 
of speed which he put up in the finish, 

Escorial has thus become the richest 
horse in the history of South American 
racing, as his winnings are in the region 
of 6 million cruzeiros in Brazil, and 12 
million pesos in Argentina, a total which 
is equivalent to over 150,000 dollars. His 
campaign includes 23 races, of which he 
has won Ll, being 4 times second and 4 
times third. It is to be noted that he had 
not appeared in public since his tremen- 
dous victory in the Grande Premio Carlos 
Pellegrini in Buenos Aires last November. 
This means that he has defeated all the 
best horses in South America for the sec- 
ond consecutive time. There seems not to 
be another horse of his class in training 
in any other part of the world at the 
moment, except perhaps the Australian 
champion Tulloch, who, just to note a 
coincidence, is also the richest horse of 
all time in Australia.

IRISH HORSE FOR 
LAUREL INTERNATIONAL 

The Five-year-old Farrney Fox, Ire- 
land’s leading older horse, will run in the 
$100,000 Washington D.C, International at 
Laurel Race Course on Nevember lI, 
Laurel president John D. Schapiro an- 
nounced today. 

Farrney Fox, owned by Mrs. M. E. 
Donnelly of Derry Dale House in Dundalk, 
Ireland, replaces the Irish three-year 
old Chamour, who was injured intraining, 
in Laurel’s world-famous mile and half 
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grass classic. 

‘When Chamour had to be withdrawn 
from the International,’’ Schapiro said, 
there seemed to be a great clamor in 
Ireland among the press, horsemen and 
plain racing fans for the country to have 
a representative in our race. 

**After studying the credentials of var- 
ious Irish horses, I am convinced that 
Farrney Fox is the very best older horse 
in training in that country. Furthermore, 
many Irish observers have told me that 
they think Farrney Fox is better than either 
of the English horses we have invited, 
Prolific and Apostle.”’ 

Farrney Fox, a gelded son of Archive- 
Foxy Jane, is trained at the Curragh in 
Ireland by C. L. Weld and scored his 
most important victory in the Irish 
Lincolnshire. In his latest outing, he won 
the two-mile Triumph Herald Handicap at 
Birmingham in England under 126 pounds, 

An accomplished distance runner, Far- 
rney Fox has been running routes from a 
mile and a quarter to two miles. At 
Phoenix Park in Ireland in July, he won 
over a good field going 10 furlongs under 
134 pounds. 

Farrney Fox has met Prolific once. 
He spotted the English colt the burdensome 
difference of 25 pounds (135 to 110) in 
the Queen’s Vase at Ascot in England and 
found the assignment too difficult as he 
finished second to Prolific. At Laurel, 
however, Prolific will be getting only four 
pounds from his older opponent, lending 
substance to the Irish opinion that Farrney 
Fox at near-equal weights may be atleast 
as good as England’s representatives. 


BRAZILIAN DERBY 

The Brazilian Derby, run for the 77th. 
year under the name of Grande Premio 
Cruzeiro do Sul over 2400 metres, was 
won by Timao’s full-brother Zuido, a colt 
who had done well in the South American 
Derby in Sao Paulo by placing third to 
Farwell and Hyperio. This time, Zuido, 
who had evidently improved, was able to 
turn the tables on Hyperio, who was de- 
feated by only half a length after a hard 
struggle side by side all the way out of 
the final turn. The field was of 12 horses, 
including the Oaks winner Valence. Zuido 
is by the English classic horse Swallow 
Tail (Bois Roussel) out of the good mare 
Nuvem, a daughter of the peerless King 
Salmon, Besides Timao and Zuido, Swallow 
Tail has bred in Brazil the stakes winners

Two full sisters to 
Timao and Zuido, named Urda and Voga, 
are serving as broodmares in the Haras 
Mondesir, of the Peixotode Castro family,

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ITALY’S FAMOUS WAR HORSE 

Albino, Italy’s most famous cavalry 
horse of World War II, died at Merano, 
Italy on October 21st, age 28. Ridden by 
Sgt. Giorgio Fantini, he covered himself 
with glory August 24, 1942, on the battle- 
field of Isbucewski, in Russia, where the 
Italian Savoia Cavalry regiment made what 
was probably one of the last traditional 
horse charges in modern warfare. 
Although wounded several times he survived 
the battle and the agonizing retreat, 
eventually reaching Italy. 

When the Savoia regiment was re- 
activated in 1946, that great horseman 
Col. Giuseppe Bettoni started a search for 
Albino which he eventually found drawing 
a vegetable cart. When the story was made 
public, so much interest was aroused that 
the War Ministry voted him a lifetime 
pension. His body is to be mounted and 
preserved in the Savoia Cavalry Museum 
at Turin. 


VENEZUELANS AT HARRISBURG 

A spectator at the Penn, National 
thought the nations’ flags were not put up 
right - they should be in alphabetical 
order. It was pointed out that the flag 
of the host team (the U. S.,) is always 
hung last, and that previously the flags 
had always been arranged in alphabetical 
order because there never had been a 
nation initialed with a letter farther down 
in the alphabet than ‘‘U.” In this case, 
the letter ‘*‘V” intervened, standing, of 
course, for Venezuela, fielding a good 
team, with small horses adept at getting 
around an indoor course.

D’Esprit in ten years was a faultless one, 
placing him third in the Preliminary, in 
which time counted on the first round, 
no jump-off required. He was one of seven 
to go clean, the first place going to Capt. 
W. A. Ringrose of Ireland, who made the 
course in a scorching 30.6 seconds.

With the recent death of Mr. Sam 
Hordern, at the age of 51, Australia has 
lost the most outstanding figure in the 
horse and cattle world. 

Owing to his initiative and enthusiasm 
Australia was represented at the last 
Olympic Games, the training center for 
the team having been set up on his property 
at Bowral. Through his leadership, the 
Equestrian Federation of Australia has 
become an effective organisation. He was 
an active partner in the bringing of Santa 
Gertrudis cattle and Quarter Horses to 
Queensland. He was closely associated 
with one of the really big experiments 
we have seen in Australia - the new 
breeding programme of specialised cattle 
on the Barkley Downs. 

The Sydney Royal Show was quickening 
under his leadership and no one will miss 
him more than the Horse Committee and 
those responsible for the ring programme. 
He carried a dozen loads as easily as 
most struggle with one. Although there 
were so many big and important matters 
resting on his shoulders, still he had 
time to talk with anyone concerning de- 
tails. 

Now that our leader in the E.F.A. is 
gone, we owe it to him that his vision of 
a unified equestrian Australia should be- 
come our vision and that his ideals should 
be reached - that every Royal Show and 
others too should be represented by the 
E.F.A. in all things todo with horse sports. 

Some of the things that he worked for 
have become only partly effective, such as 
the registration of horses competing at 
Royals and the affiliation of all bodies 
dealing with horse sports by the E.F.A.
